Governmental authority in the 
ASSSC is divided among three 
separate bodies: the Executive 
and the Legislative, which were 
the topics of earlier articles, and 
the Judicial, which along with the 
Board of Finance, will be dis- 
cussed in this issue. 

The Judicial branch of the 
ASSSC consists of the Board of 
Justice (BOJ) and the Board of 
Judicial Appeal (BOJA), The BOJ 
is responsible for the interpre- 
tation of the constitution and all 
ASSSC legislation, The Board 
also acts as an agent of the col- 
lege in handling all disciplinary 
cases submitted to them by Don- 
ald W, Bailey, dean of students. 
However, it may hear cases from 
any student or organization of the 
ASSSC, In deciding «as os, the 
BOJ has the right toimpose fines 
upon an organization or suspend 
it altogether fromthe ASSSC Th 
Beard also makes recommenda - 
tions to the dean of students in re- 
gard to disciplinary measures 


ayainst students. All decisions 
are made in written form with 
copies filed for reference pur- 


poses. 
The Board of Justice, which 


sits en masse, consists of a 
Chief Justice, Steve Shortes, and 
four Associate Justices: Larry 
Alamao, Mike Stone, Terry Fill- 


iman and Charlene Craver. All 
the memlLers of the Board are 
appointed by the ASSSC presi 
dent with consent of the Board 
of Directors. 

When a student or orzanization 
is unsatisfied with a BOJ deci- 
sion they may appeal tothe Board 
of Judicial appeal. This Board, 
which meets only when asked to 
do so, is also appointed by the 
ASSSC President and consists of 
a student chairman, a faculty 
member and the dean of students. 

ASSSC judicial bodies are 
aided by three officials of the e 
ecutive branch, the aftorney gen- 
eral aad the public defenders, all 
of which are appointive offices. 
The Attorney General, Jim Brun- 
ello, acts as prosecuter in cases 
referred by the Dean of Students 
and in those cases of alleged vio- 
lation of the ASSSC constitution. 

If a student or organization 
wishes counsel in a contempt 
or offense trial, or in cases 
brought against the ASSSC, he 
may seek the help of a public de- 
fender. There are two such of- 
ficers, a Senior public defender, 
Brice Faulkner, and a Junior 
defender who has not yet been 
appointed. All students have the 
right to request coungel and are 
often urged to do so. 


The Board of Fiaance, al- 
though not a direct member of 
any ove governmental branch, 
serves one of the most vital dut- 
les performed by the ASSSC, It 
is responsible to the Board of 
Directors for preparing a budget 
and for making recommendations 
regarding fiscal policy. 

A body of nine, the Board of 
Finance meets twice a month and 
is composed of the ASSSC Trea- 
surer Dave Perrault who is? 
chairman of the Board; Kit Oase, 
ASSSC President; Lee Ritchey, 
ASSSC Vice President; student 
members Tibor Benke and Clau- 
dia Smith; Administrative mem- 
bers Donald W. Bailey and Stan- 
ley W. Pretzer and faculty rep- 
resentative H, Nicholas Windes- 
hausen, All BOD members and 
John Krier, are ex-officio, non- 
voting members as well. 


The funds received from stu- 
dent activity fees are allocated to 
the various areas of the ASSSC to 


finance their myriad activities. 
To vet a seneral idea of how the 
money is distributed an inspec- 


tion of a few of the general area 
of allocation can be made. 

Academic Affairs received a 
fotal allocation of $1,930, A total 
of $19,500 was given for Cultu 
il programs, The General Fund, 
which includes the ASSSC Pres- 
ident’s expense account, home- 
coming, Board of Directors ex- 
penses and priating, received 
$3,370. Men’s Athletics was al- 
located $40,000. Administration 
and operations, which consists of 
salaries and wages for full-time 
personne! and student assistants, 
office supplies, postage, tele- 
phone and ticket management, got 
a total of $36,900. Insurance for 
workmen's compensation, fire 
and theft, athletics, libel and 
slander, art theft and travel came 
to an estimated total of $14,350, 

The tot : of all allocations 
came to $175,300, a figure which 
matched the e can ited ASSSC re- 
venue. Recommended revenue 
from the various budget depart- 
ments totaled $43,250, bringing 
the total budget program to a 
grand sum of $218,550. 

Each of us here at SSC is 
a member of the Associated Stu- 
dents of Sacramento State Col- 
lege. Students may obtzin infor- 
mation and answers to any ques- 
tions they may have about student 
government at the ASSSC offices 
located off the Student Lounge 
just above the Cafeteria~Snack 
Bar. It is the duty ofthe mein‘ers 
of the student body to understand 
and take an active part in their 
government.

Alas, poor Chico! 

Looking back over the records of Sacramento State’s homecom- 
ing football games, the Wildcats would have had better luck staying at 
home than travelling to Hornetville for a SSC homecoming. 

Over the past 11 years, the Green and Gold have won five of 
their homecoming contests while losing six. Four of those five wins 
have come at Chico’s expense. 

Small wonder the Hornets will meet Humboldt State for tomor- 
row’s 12th homecoming tilt, instead of the Wildcats. 

ONLY BRIGHT SPOT 

Homecoming seems to be about the only bright spot in SSC foot- 
ball annals (if you can call a 5-6 record bright, and excluding the 
1964 Camellia Bowl), The Hornets have won amuch greater percentage 
of their homecoming contests than of the rest of the games they’ve 
played. 

SSC started its homecoming series out on a precarious note, 
though. The Cal Aggies spoiled the first SSC homecoming with a 14-0 
shutout of the Hornets at Hughes Stadium in 1954. 

The following year, Grant Union High Schooi’s stadium was the 
scene of the second SSC homecoming fracas. University of California 
at Santa Barbara’s pre-Jack Curtice Gauchos handed the Hornets a 15- 
7 loss despite the brilliant game played by Eddie Soto. Soto rushed for 
145 yards, and scored the only SSC touchdown on a 45 yard punt re- 
turn. He was awarded the alumni trophy as the outstanding SSC player 
of the contest. 

Lee Farnsworth, State Hornet sportswriter covering the 1956 
Homecoming must have found more excitement in counting spectators 
than points. He dutifully pointed out that 3,548 fans were on hand to 
watch the Cal Aggies hand SSC its third consecutive homecoming loss 
33-26 at the Grant Stadium. 

SCORE FIRST WIN 

John Eaton earned Green and Gold football immortality the next 
year as he ran a 35 yard touchdown with four minutes gone in the first 
quarter at Grant Stadium to give the Hornets a 7-0 win over the Uni- 
versity of Nevada and their first homecoming victory. The Hornet 
writer that year rounded off the attendance figure at 3500. 

The next year, Chico began its long string of non-successes 
against SSC as it dropped a 14-6 decision at the Grant Bowl. John 
Skube, current SSC linecoach and a former Little All-American for 
the Hornets, was commended for his “brilliant play’’ as a lineman. 

San Francisco State’s Golden Gaters took on the role of villain 
the following year, trouncing the Hornets 37-14 in the 1959 home- 
coming tilt, It was the fourth consecutive loss for coach John Baker’s 
Green and Gold, and the fourth consecutive win for the Gators. 

Chico took it on the chin again in 1960, allowing the Hornets to 
come from behind to win 13-9 over the Wildcats at Hughes Stadium. 
Lee Farnsworth would have had aball at that one, with more than 4,000 
persons in attendance. 

Sacramento State developed fumbleitis in 1961, 
to the University of Nevada eight times on miscues a: 
won it 14-8,

BEAT CHICO AGAIN 

Gene Reyes and Bill Fuller ied the 1962 Hornets to a 40-23 
drubbing of Chico State at Hughes Stadium. The two players receiv- 
ed trophies as the outstanding performers in the homecoming tilt, 

Gluttons for punishment that they were, the Wildcats returned for 
1964 homecoming contest only to be ground into the dust 45-6 by the 
Far Western Conference champion Hornets. That was the year SSC 
played in the Camellia Bowl. Lee Farnsworth would have thought 
he had died and gone to heaven at the 64 homecoming, with 5,306 
spectators on hand for the game 

Nevada, arid some rain, put the damper on last year’s homecoming 
encounter as the Wolfpack won it 20-13. The Hornets, down by a 14-7 
count scored a late touchdown, but the two-point conversion pass at- 
tempt from Bob Miller to Davie Cummings was intercepted. A few 
plays later, Nevada scored another TD and it was all over

This week, San Francisco ought to help the Wildcats extend that 
streak to 17 as the Gators host Chicofor what should be a ho-hum con- 
test.
